A few weeks ago there was presented to President Roosevelt the
report of the commission appointed by him to investigate the condi
tion of life on the farm in this country nud to suggest methods of
improving it Tbo Commission submitted three needs which it be
sieves are the most important and the first of these is this

Effective cooperation among farmers to put them on a level
with the organized interests with which they do business

Ono of the members of that Commission in speaking to the writ-

er

of this article added a little to that concerning conditions in this
part of the country lie said that cooperation was also needed
hero to secure things which farmers have in other placesgoodroads
good schools good churches and good order The business cooper ¬

ationofwhich this Commission speaks is the hardest and most deli
cute of the lot to manage and probably cannot be managed success ¬

fully here till the other things have been donotlll cooperation in
regard to local affairs has been learned

Future historians will probably decide that the most important
thing about this age wo are living in is that its taught people the val ¬

ue of cooperation It is a fact that the benefits of modern civilization
wealth prosperity education anti success come to any part of the
country just in proportion as the people have learned to cooperate
People have found that each individual will in the end be better off
if for a little while and in certain things he makes his own will sub ¬

mit to the good of the community In that waylit a little cost to
each the whole lot get forward and each one with the rest It is
like a four horse team mighty useless unless they all pull together
but mighty useful if they all do pull that way

There are just two things that usually stand in the way of suc-

cessful
¬

cooperation One is pride and the other is selfishness A

lot of men hate to admit that there is any one or any thing bettor
than they arethoy do not want to tako orders even from all the rest
of the community They want their way and wouldrather have
their way wrong than any other rvay right When a community
starts any improvement they hang back just to show that they are
independent And they are independent allrightlike a balky

They are the kind of people that carry smallpox and measles
0

around with them just to show that they are free citizens
And then there is the selfishness Some fellows are so all fired

afraid that some other will get a little bit the best of it that they all
refuse to do anything It would be good for the community to build
goodroads for instance but some farmer wont give up his bottom
lund where the road could be smooth and straight for fear the next
farmer might not have to give up quite so much Or cue fellow who
doesnt happen to be hauling this year doesnt want to helphe says
the teamsters ought to do it And so it goeswe all need good roads
everybody admits that and around hero we have the stone right han-

dy
¬

to put on and plenty of idle time on our hands just now to get it
out but still wo never do anything Every fellow is afraid that
he wont get the best of it and nothing but the best is goodenough
for him No sireel

Why not try a little of the cooperation that is making the rest
of America the richest country on the globe Why not get together
on the good roads issue for instance and really try it out and see
whether it wont do as much for us here Money spent on the roads
is not gone merely invested Work put into them means five times
as much work saved a little later No man living where he can have
any use of a good road but what will get more out of it than be puts
in even if some other fellow does get a little more than his share
It will pay every single man mighty wellit will pay the whole com ¬

munity mighty well Why not try it

fellow comes to a great city who
has never gambled In his life He
plays an occasional friendly game of
cards but ono night after work ho
is out in the company of a few
friends and they are playing cards as
usual and some one of the group sug
gests that they should put up a little
stake only a small amount just to
make tho game Interesting The
young man hesitates but they say

You dont need to gamble it Is
only a dime or a quarter either
way we are toot going to play for
high stakes Ho says I never gam ¬

ble I believe it is dishonest But
they laugh at and chaff him and tell
him ho should go along to Sunday
School and he cannot stand their
chaftand he puts up his first
dime ona game of cards The
passion of the gambler which is a-

more consuming passion than that
of strong drink and more ruinous
takes possession of him he robs his
employer and today he is in prison
because the fear of man led him to
gamble and ruined him utterly

Congress Meets for Special Session
Cannon Wins Reelection but Is

Shorn of Much Power President

ReIvision
Washington D C

March 15 1909

Congress met today for the special
session called by Pres Taft to re ¬

vise the tariff The first action was
to reelect Cannon Speaker for the
session and the second was to vote
that the rules which have given him
so much power and which have led
to so much criticism are no longer

satisfactoryThe
over the rules followed

the election of Cannon and It was
evident after the first rollcall that
the insurgents would win They had
a majority of four and had every ¬

thing their own way till Mr Fitzger-
ald

of New York a Democrat deserted
and joined the Cannon forces in a
compromise This gives most of what
the insurgents werQ Demanding but

saves the Speakers face Under
the revised rules there will be a much
better chance for the majority o-

pus the bills If wants The Speaker
still has much power but not enough
to entirely prevent the consideration
of bills he doesnt like There will
be a mighty sight better chance cf
good legislation under this method
tho there will still be a good deal of
opposition from Cannon and his

creased revenues again
One way of money getting which

has been much discussed is a tax on
coffee This would mean a tax on
the common people all over America
and we should have to pay much
more than now for our coffee It Is
likely that Congress will not dare to
neglect the popular desire for a free
breakfast table Another means of
raising funds would be to tax Incomes
and inheritances The purpose of the
income tax is to make each man
pay taxes In proportion to the amount
of money that he makes in a year
Thts has been done In England and
many foreign countries for a long
time In this way It a man makes a
great deal of money as a banker or
lawyer even it he owns very little
personal property bo bas to pay accord-
Ing to his Income This Is said to be
more fair than to make men pay
only on the value oC their visible
property The Democrats passed such
a bill in 18901 as part of the Wilson
Tariff Act but the Supreme Court
held that it was not Constitutional
Now the Republicans are taking it
up The judges of the Supreme Bench
havo changed since 1890 and it is
whispered that they would permit an
Income tax to be Imposed now
